1945  COALS  CALL  FOR  CROP  SHIFTS 

New  Mexico's  agricultural  goals  for  1945' call  for  decreases  in  pinto  beans, 
cotton,  and  Irish  potatoes  and  increases  in  corn,  oats,-  barley,  hay,  and  alfalfa 
seed*    The  program  also  calls  for  an  increase  of  23,000,000  pounds  of  milk  and  a 
decrease  of  15  per  cent  in  the  sheep  population  and  23  per  cent  in  the  cattle 
population  by  January,  1946* 

The  proposed  decrease  in  pinto  beans,  which  reflects  an  expected  surplus 
of  2,500,000  bags  by  tho  end  of  the  year,  cuts  the  planted  acreage  from  285,000 

to  240,000  acres*  -  '■   

The  1945  goals  for  other  principal  crops  follow? 

Cotton,  101,000  acres,  down  9,000  acres  from  the  1944  planted  acreage. 

Corn,  210,000  acres,  up  10,000  acres,  ■

PROTEIN  NTAL  RESTRICTIONS  EASED 
Substantial  improvement  in  supplies  of  oilseed  meal  and  a  reduction  in  the 
national  livestock  population  has  enabled  the  Vfar  Food  Administration  to  eliminate 
several  restrictions  covering  the  use  "and  distribution-  of  oilseed  meal.

The  regulations  now  permit  unlimited  use  of  oilseed  meal  in  the  nanufacture 
of  aixed  feeds.    Futhermore,  rsstrictions  on  the  amount  of  protein  meals  which 
can  be  held  in  inventory  have  also  been  removed;  and  certificates  of  compliance— 
previously  required  . from  purcha sers— have  been  eliminated  except  for  linseed  meal, 
the 'oil  of  which  is  still  needed  for  paint* 

Co, re  in  distribution  will  be  necessary,  according  to  ""/FA;  and  several  re  u- 
latory  provis ions -are  being  retained*    Producers  of  oilseed  mjal  are  still  re- 
quired to  set  aside  a  portion  of  their  output  for  distribution  through  state  and 
county  AAA  committees;  and  farmers  and  ranchers  in  [Texas,  Oklahoma,  and  Few  iE^xico 
aro  still  required  to  submit  certificates  for  purchases  of  more  than  500  pounds 
of  cilsc'iid  meal  during  any  30-day  period. 

RATIONING  OF  CORN  PICKERS  ENDS 

The  War  Pood  Administration  has  announced  the  termination  of  rationing  and 
distribution  control  over  corn  pickers,'  the  last  item  remaining  on  the  farm 
machinery  ration  list.    Rationing  of  other  farm  machinery  cnd";d  on  Sept.mb.r  28. 

CROPS  DOUBLE  AS  LABOR  DECREASES " 

Twice  the  crop  production  with  half  the  labor  sounds  like  something  right 
out  of  a  story  book;  but  that's'  what  applying  soil  and  water  conservation  practices 
to  his  1  .nd  has  meant  to  William  Kiesov,  a  supervisor  and  cooperator  of  the 
Pojoaque  Soil  Conservation' District. 

Much  of  Mr*  Kiesov' s  60-acrc  farm  was  low  in  production  because  the  land  was 
uneven  and  cut  by  many  small 'ditches,  making  proper  irrigation  impossible.  After 
30  acres  wore  leveled,  Mr*  KiesoV  found  that  ho  could  farm  with  tractor  equipment 
and  that  irrigation  was  no  longer  ,  a.  serious-  labor  problem. 

Corn  and  small  grain  production  on  the  leveled  land  averaged  more  than  30 
bushels,  or  approximately  1,800  pounds  of  grain  an  acre,  he  says.     This  is  moro 
than  double  the  production  in  previous  years.
